CHICAGO, Aug. 4—R. H. Little, the 
Tribune’s special correspondent at Manila, 
under date of June &%, takes a gloomy view 
of the present state of Gen. Otis’ campaign. 
He says that “the whole trouble has been 
that the situation here has not been proper- 
ly understood. There !s an available force 


in the Philippines at present of about 18,- 
00 men. Gen. Lawton, over his own sig- 
Mature, has declared that 100,000 men were 
necessary to carry on the war against the 
insurgents. Consul Wildman, at Hong 
Kong, long ago declared that 100,000 men 
Were the least number required to prose- 
cute the war properly. 

“Tt was said last night In Manila that the 
intense feeling in the States over the Philip- 
Pine question has impelled President Mc- 
Kinley to cable Gen. Otis asking if he 
needed 180.000 men. One thing ought to 
be apparent in the States by this time, 
that enough men are needed here to carry 
on a vigorous war, and that 23,000 or W,- 
000, with only 18,000 available, is far too 
small. ie 

“The soldiers have fought for months. 
Many regiments have been on the firing 
line since last January. They have uncom- 
plainingly battied against the heaviest odds, 
but they have not had the support and 
encouragement they deserve.. 1 have seen 
companies at the front with 18 available 
men getting ready to go into a fight. The 
First Nebraska, at its last dress parade, a 
few nights ago, before going on their trans- 
ports, had hardly a company with more 
than 3 to # men in it, and yet they came 
here a year ago with 106 men in each com- 
pany. The only way to end the war is 
10 push an aggressive campaign with suf- 
ficlent men. ee

tomac 10-night’ in the Civil War. ¢ ensored 
press dispatches do not te/l the whole truth 
of a situation or a condition, but merely teil 
those details which happen to square Wi h 
the measure which the press censor applies 
indiscriminately to every piece of news 
matter that is presented to him. 

“The authorities say they do not wish the 
Filipinos to know the real situation, re- 
gardiess of the fact that the American na- 
tion should and ought to know it. There 
seems to be no rea! ground for the strict 
censorship of the press that exists here. If 
the situation had been better understood 
by the American people it is highly proba- 
ble that the campaign might have had a 
more auspicious ending.

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DONE TO MAINTAIN DIGNITY. 


CUBA PROVES 10 BE A BONANZA 
TO CERTAIN FAVORITES. 


The System Said to Have Been Author- 
ized by Alger, Although It Is 
Plainly Frohibited by the 
Federal Law.

“WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Major-General 
Brooke and his associates in the adminis- 
tration of the military government of Hav- 
ana, according to advices received here, are 
utilizing the Cuban revenues to maintain 
the dignity of the positions of those charged 
with supervising American occupation. And 
this is being done in plain violation of 
law, but under permission granted by the 


proper authorities, 

To ‘“‘maintain the dignity of his position’ 
Gen. Brooke receives an allowance of $7500 
in addition to his pay as Major-General, 
amounting to $7500 and allowances. His 
total annual income aggregates $16,000. 

Brigadier-General Ludlow, Military Gov- 
ernor of the City of Havana, ts allowed $0000 
for the same purpoee besides his pay of 
$5500 and allowances and his total yearly 


income reaches $11,500. 

Col. Bliss, Collector of the Port of Hav- 
ana, is allowed $2000 of Cuban funds in ad- 
dition to his pay of $300 and allowances, 
giving him a total income of about $7000. 

(Maj. Davis, Sanitary Officer at Havana, 
is allowed $2300 besides his regular pay of 
$2500, together with allowances, which 
meangé a yearly income of $5900. 

Aside from their especial allowances, which 
are not authorized by law, it is charged 
that Gen. Brooke has liberally expended 
Cuban revenue funds, having spent $100,000 
in repairing the palace he occupies, former- 
ly that of the Spanish Governor's. It is 
admitted he spent $1400 for a single set of 
harness. 

Gen. Corbin sald to-day that their ex- 
penditures were authorized by Secretary 
Alger when he was in Havana. Gen. 
3rooke and the other favored officers rep- 
resented to the Secretary that they could 
not “maintain their official dignity’’ 
their regular pay, and Secretary Alger 
authorized the annua! expenditure of $18,000 
of money belonging to the Cuban people. 
For this there is no authority on the 
Statute books. It is expressly forbidden 
in language upon which Dut one consgtruc- 
tion can be placed. 

The pay of army officers ia fixed by sec- 
tion 1269, revised statutes, which provides: 
“No allowances shall be made to officers 
in addition to their pay except as herein- 
after provided.”’ 

In succeeding clauses are provisions for 
the care of horses belonging to officers, the 
payment for officers’ quarters, travel pay, 
e 


tc. 
Section 1765, revised statutes, is even more 
clear than the preceding statute, and for- 
bids officers to accept any pay except that 
provided by law. The language of the sec- 
tion is: 

‘No officer in any branch of the public 
service, or any other person, whose salary, 
pay or emoluments afré fixed by law or 
regulations, shall receive any additional 
pay, extra allowance or compensation in 
any form whatever for the disbursement 
of public money or for any other service 
or duty whatever, unless the same is au- 
thorized by law, and the application there- 
for explicitly states that it is for such ad- 
ditional pay, extra allowance or compensa- 
tion.’’ 

‘Law officers of the Government hold that 
the expenditure of Cuban funds for the 
above purpose is illegal, and there are 
many precedents for thie decision. The 
latest is the case of the army officers now 
serving on the Nicaraguan Canal Commis- 
sion, who receive no allowances. 

Gen. Corbin said that Gens, Lee, Wilson, 
Bates, Wood and Carpenter are not given 
an eXtra allowance. It ie not explained 
why the Health Officer and Collector of the 
Port of Havana should be allowed money 
with which to ‘‘maintain the dignity of 
their position’’ while the Governors of 
other provinces receive nothing.

AN EXAMINING BOARD NAMED. 


Coming Patrolmen Required to Run 
the Gauntlet to Show They Are 
Entirely Competent. | 


Preparations for the reorganization and 
strengthening of the police force under 
the new law, which goes into effect Aug. 
2, were begun at the meeting of the Po- 
lice Commissioners Tuesday. An examining 
commission was appointed, whose duty It 
will be to pass upon the qualifications of all 
applicants for positions on the force. The 
committee is headed by Chief Campbell. 
The other members are Capt. Prnillips, 
Sergts. Crecy and Rae and George Mock- 
ler, secretary of the vice-president of the 
board. 

Heretofore policemen have been appoint- 
ed without any examination except in a 
They were expected to prove 
their fitness by practical demonstration dur- 
ing their probationary term. Under the new 
law the applicant wi:l be required to show 
a theoretical knowledge of the art of po- 
—— before he can don a star or swing a 
club. 

The examining commission willl sit in 
state, with Chairman Campbell at the head 
of a long table, Secretary Mockler at the 
foot, and other members on the side. Appli- 
cants having first passed a rigid physical 
examination wiil be required to prove that 
they have book learning, common sense, a 
knowledge of the topography of St. Louis

CARABELLE A TOTAL WRECK. 


Large Lumber Vessels Were Driven on 
Shore and the Wharves Were 
Destroyed. 


TALLAHASSE, Fla., Aug. 4.—Reports of 
the destruction wrought by Thursday's 
storm have not been overstated. 

Carabelle is literally wiped from the 
map. Her docks and wharves, containing 
about 400,000 feet of lumber and 50,000 bar- 
rels of resin, were quickly swept away. 


Tairteen or fourteen large lumber vessels 
in the bay were swept asnore and are now 
lying weil upon dry land. These vesseis 
contained several milion feet of lumber. 
Nv informatiog is obtainable as to the loss 
of life from these vessels or from the large 
fleet of fishing boats in the neighborhood. 
Only two or tnree huts are left standing in 
Carabelle, and one colored woman is known 
to have been killed by the falling of a 
house. 

The town is isolated, and the wires are 
still down. The towns of McIntyre and 
Curtis Mill are completely demolished and 
large interests have been destroyed. The 
coast resorts, Teza and Larark, are more 
seriously wrecked than at first reported, 
and visitors have suffered great hardships, 
though no loss of life is yet known. Fif- 
teen men, said to have been fishing on an 
islet called Dog Island just before the storm 
broke, can not be found. 

The first intelligence concerning the 
steamer Crescent City, which was reported 
Jost in Tuesday's storm, was received here 
to-day. The steamer is safe up the Chatta- 
hoochee River, where her captain ran her 
for safety. The various rumors of lives 
supposed to have been lost still lack verl- 
fication. The town of Lanark was almost 
whoily destroyed. The big hotel filled with 
summer pleasure-seekers, was unroofed, 
The wy plant of the hotel was restroyed 
and women and children huddled to- 
gether in the ladies parlor in total dark- 
ness all night.

Plant of its own. Once every year since it undertook mu- 
Ricipal ownership it has realized a surplus from the busi- 
mess and has reduced the price of gas to consumers. : 

This year there Is an advance of 30 per cent in the cost of 
coal, but in face of it the authorities of Widnes have taken 
@nother penny (2 cents) off their charge for gas. 

Their charge is now 1s. 3d. (about 30 cents) a thousand feet 

large consumers and 1s. 3d. (about 24 cents) to ordinary 
Users. Yet even at these rates the town is making a handsome 
profit. The cost of manufacture and distribution is found to 
be a trifie less thg@n sixpence halfpenny (13 cents) a thousand 
Cubic feet, the total cost, including all charges for municipal] 
administration, interest and everything else, amounting to 
almost exactly 25 cents in our money. This leaves a profit of 
from 6 to 9 cents a thousand feet on all the gas sold.

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SLAVERY IN HAWAII. 


Conditions in Hawali are not gratifying to those who value 
constitutional guarantees of liberty more than conquest and 
glory. 

Contract labor. flourishes on the islands. The Hawaii Her- 
ald tells a story which is. quite as horrible as any ever heard 
of the worst slavery. On one of the plantations an overseer 
beat one of the laborers. The others, to the number of 299, 
resented the outrage and struck work. This was a criminal 
offense under the precious contract labor laws, and they were 
all marched to jail, where they were packed like sardines in 
cells 13x13 feet, with little light and no ventilation. There 
they remained 12 ‘hours. At the end of that time they were 
led out and heavily fined—that is the term of their slavery 
was lengthened, and then they went back to work. 

Hawaii and all our other “colonies” are claimed as an “in- 
tegral” part of United States, but our laws do not apply to 
them. The importation of contract labor goes on as it did 
under the rule of the “Sons of the Missionaries,” and that 
by the connivance of United States officials. In the plan of 
government submitted to Congress by the President last win- 
ter contract labor was expressly forbidden, but the bill failed 
to pass. This relieves the President of responsibility to some 
extent, but it does seem that in the administration of the old 
laws ordinary humanity might mitigate the horrors of slav- 
ery. The spirit of the Thirteenth amendment should govern 
even though it is impossible to apply the letter,

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MILLIONS TO FIGHT TRADES UNIONS. 


It will be worth billions of dollars to the trusts if they 
can destroy the trades unions. That they recognize this fact 
seems plain, It is said that the Smelter Trust in Colorado 
has, with the mine owners, lost $3,000,000 since the beginning of 
the lockout of smelter men there. And Ores and Metals, a 
Denver mining journal, says the lockout is for the purpose of 
disrupting union labor in Colorado. 

That the trusts and combines are determined to break down 
labor unions seems evident from the fact that there have 
been eight street railway strikes during the past two months, 
nearly every one of which involved the question of recog- 
nizing the employes’ unions. 

The trusts will be willing to “drop” millions of dollars in 
this fight. If they can win it they will, in a few weéks* time, 
easily recoup themselves for all losses by using pauper labor, 
imported or other. 

And should the fight be won by monopoly, the labor of 
this country will fall to the low level of the most degraded 
countries of Europe. It is a struggle of dollars against man- 
hood, which vitally concerns the entire American people. 
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It is not likely the automobile will ever compete with the 
railroads in carrying passengers for long distances or in 
carrying heavy freight, but it will be a feeder for the rail- 
roads, when the highways permit its use in the country. The 
essential condition is the good road.

W. J. BRYAN ON IMPERIALISM. 


He Points the Policy That Would End 
the War With Honor to —_ 
United States. 


NDEW YORK, Aug. 4.—William J. Bryan 
discusses the Philippine question in this 
week’s Independen:. He says: 

“The Philippine question is apt because 
fundamental principles are involved in its 
discussion. There are two sources of fvv- 


ernment, force and consent. Monarchies 
are founded upon force, republics upon con- 
sent. 

‘The Declaration of Independence asserts 
that governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed, anu this 
is the docirine to which we have adhered 
for more than a century. it is the doc- 
trine woich has Gistinguished us from 
luropean countries and nas made our na- 
tion tne hope of humanity. ‘l'ne statue of 
New York Harbor typines the nation’s mis- 
Slo. 

“it the doctrine set forth in the Declara- 
lion of Indevendence is sound, how can we 
rightfully acquire sovereigniy over tue F%l- 
ipinos by a war of conquest? if the doctrine 
Set forte in the Decluration of Independ- 
ence is sound, huw can we rightfully pur- 
chuse sovereignty from a Spanish sover- 
eign Whos* tiue we disputed in Cuba and 
Whose rebellious stlojects we armed in the 
thilippines 7 

“ln the resolution of 
ress declared that the Cubans were and 
of right ought to be tree. Why? Because 
Svuvernmeints derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed, and Spain had 
refused to respect the wishes of the Cu- 
bans. If the Cubans were and of right 
ougat to be free, why not the Fillpinos? 
_ 2n the beg.nning of the Spanish 
Congress denied that our nation had any 
thought of extending its ferritory by war. 
If we then had po thought of securing by 
cCorquest new territory in the western 
hemisphere, why shou.d we now think of 
securing in the eastern hemisphere new 
races for subjugation? 

An individual may live a double life 
wnen only one jite is known. When both 
lives are known he can lead only one life, 
ate that the worst. A republic cannot en- 
ter Upon @ colonial policy. It cannot advo- 
vate gvvernment by consent at home and 
gvevriiment by force abroad. The Declara- 
tio Of Independence wiil lose its value 
when we prociaim the doctrine familar in 
Europe, but detestable here, that govern- 
ments are round in shape, about 13 inches 
in diameter, and tired out of a cannon. 

‘or More than a century this nation has 
been traveling along the pathway which 
ccads trom the low domain of mignt to tne 
lofty realm of right, and its history has 
veel Without @ paraliel in the annals of re- 
corded time. What will be our fate it we 
turn backward and begin the aescent to 
wera force and conquest? 
pier asennot fumicient to gay. that the forct 
Di xX! of the Philippine Isiands 
is a benevolent undertaking entered upon 
for the good of the Filipinos. Lineco.n 
pointed out that this has aiways been the 
argument of kings. To use h words: 

They always bestrode the necks of the 
peop.e, not that they wanted to do it. 
ul because the peo; were better off for 
being ridden.’ It is surprising that any 
believer in self government should favor 
forcible annexation, but still more surpris- 
sng that any one who believes in the Chris- 
tian religion should favor the substitution 
of force for reason in the extension of our 
nation’s influence. 

“If we adopt the gunpowder gospel in the 
Philippines, how long will it he before that 
principle will be transplanted in American 
SOli: 

“So long as our arguments are addressed 
to the reason and the heart our prog- 
gress is sure. But can we, without danger 
to Christianity, resort to the ancient plan 
of injecting religion into the body through 
bullet holes? 

“The question is frequently asked, what 
can we do? Nearly two months elapsed 
between the signing of the treaty and the 
beginning of hostilities in the Phil'ppines 
During that time the President — Con- 
gress might have given to the Filipinos the 
same assurance of ‘ndependence that was 
g.:ven to the Cubans. Such assurance would 
have prevented bloodshed. If the doctrine 
of self-government is sound, the Filipinos 
are entitled to govern themselves. and the 
President can now promise them independ- 
ence as soon asa stable government can be 
established. 

“If the Prestdent is not willing to take 
the responsibility of enforcing the doctrine 
set forth in the Dec'taration of Independ- 
ence, he can call Congress together and 
let it take the responsibility. A special ses- 
sion would be less expensive than the war. 
not to speak of the principles involved. 

“Our nation is protecting the Republics 
of South America from outward interfer- 
ence while they work out their destiny.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 4.—The new 5 per 
cent bonds converted debt were quoted 
above par at Amsterdam to-day. The news 
created a very favorable feeling here, for it 
had not been anticipated that the 65 per 
cents wou.d go so quickly above par in 
Kurope, although the old 6 per cents had 
for a long time commanded a premium, 
The silver debt of th's country is now 
held wholly in Kurope, being distributed in 
France, Belgium, Germany, Holland, Italy 
and Spain, and these bonds having been 
purchased at a low price give exceilent in- 
terest, and now with the tmproved price 
european. investors, who are mostly small 
Capitaliste#, are well satisfied with the 
profit thew have made in addition to the 
good inter®@st received on their money. It 
has been impossible at times to supply the 
active European demand for Mexican silver 
securities. which represent what is called 
the internal debt. Bankers here who have 
made a study of the revenue conditions 
predict that the custom revenues will next 
year increase fully 5 per cent over the 
handgome total of the past fiscal year. A 
large amount of foreign capital is invested 
in lands and mines and activity in taking 
up claims for gold and copper properties 
is noticeable. The number is without 
precedent in the mining history of this 
country. Much English capital is now com- 
ing in and it is more judiciously invested 
than in former years, as the English have 
learned by experience to rely only on com- 
petent expert testimony as to the value of 
properties. 

Secretary Chamberlain, British Minister 
for the Colonies, has agreed to subsidize 
a railway in British Honduras to connect 
with the road through Yucatan, where the 
government is putting the Indian tribes to 
work on lands allotted to their members 
in severalty.
